With every evont Chat Black* Asian 
and other uthletea of color have par- 
ticipated in du ring the Olympic Games* 
& controversy was to he ck pee eed ; 
Ihere was always a racist ruling 
against us foy Olympic officials* 
Black at hl eten around the world 
have protested The bias and racism 
at the Qlympics, 

The 1972 summer Olympics hegan 
with Black protest* flie Internation¬ 
al Olympic CommUtee (i.üX.) made 
a decisiyri tu aïlow the racist and 
apartheid (separatist! oijntry ot 
Rhixlesïa ad ml era ace to the games, 
Black nthletes tbrentened to boycot t 
rhe gam.es Sf Khodenia parcicipnted 
[n ïhem, Ên che face of tluy til real¬ 
en ed all Black walk-out, Olympic 
officials we re forced to reseiiid 
clieir fncrltation to Khodeslii, Uuw- 
ever* they soughr reven ge against 
the Black athleies later* Even es 
that Black $ had clearly won we re sriid 
to have been won by white nthletes. 
Black runners wefe pushed öff of the 
track by racist white athïctc^ as 
ihey psrticipatcd in races* TWö 
Broïhers, P'ddle Hart and Ray Robin- 
Kon, were diSqualifiéd from track 
races becausc they were i)y.rpt>sefLil¬ 
ly given the wrong star ring time for 
their trial runs. 

It is nOï êurprising Chat Black 
atfteleies would recaliace againsi the 
revenge of the Olympic racisïs.ün 
Tuesday, September 7, 1972. Brothers 
Vince Matthews anti Wayne Go Hort; 
won the gold and si 1 ver m erf als in 
the dOO-meter race at the Olymplcs. 
While they stood on the victory stand, 
the hand played AmericiTs National 
Arnhem; hut Matthews and Collett did 
nor ^tand at atïention, They ctiatted 
with each other and stuud easually 
whde the racist spectators hooed and 
wh .-i'ledp The iwo bjotliers act [ons 
bring to mind the Mexico City, G- 
lymptc Games of 1968, where Tommy 


Smith and John C ar los gave the 
clcnched list saluie while receivingthe 
medals they had won. 

In the Olympic Games of 1968, the 
question of racist Rhodesia's parfici- 


patlon in the games alaospurrefl Rlac* 
protest* Many African nationa threac- 
eneil to wiihdrawunieks segregationifit 
Éthodesia was excluded from the O- 
lympics, The protests of Smith and 
Ca flos caused hoth of them to lx? 
kicked out of the Olympic Vil lage by 
the international Olympic Committec, 

The 1,0.0, immedi ately bannedffor 
life>Collett and Matthews from parti¬ 
cipatief in the games, hut it is doubt- 
ful chat the two Brothers care at al). 
They have no reasun to* Both have 
seen and eKperlenced how Blacks are 
ere Bted abroad at the ülympics and 
at ‘home’ in the United States. The 
(United States) National Anthem, in 
B rot her Collctt's estimation, "does 
not represent the true attitude of 
wliites toward Blacks”. In regard to 
the racist crowd who jeered at iheir 
protest* Vince Matthews saich “lf 1 
knew the people were jgomg to boo 
and wh i at Ie* I wutild really have given 
them a show*' 1,

The trial of Ruchell Magee. lone sur- 
vivqr of the August 7lh Uprlsing (in 
whtch Cnmrades Jonathan Jackson, 
Wflliam Chrïstmaa, and James Mc- 
Clain were vtciously murderedbyfas- 
eist prisonguards and State pölice)w[ll 
finally begin on October 11* 1972, The 
charges agatnst Kuehell are murder, 
kidnapping andconspiracy and the State 
of Galifornta intends tg eonviet him of 
aO of tbem. According to rJ law‘ h in 
CaUfornia* RucheII wguld get a man- 
datory death sentence if convicted. 
With the ban on the death penalty* in 
Gallfornia* this means s slow death-- 
a Ufe sentence, 

Since the anginal indlctment was 
returned against him, Ruchell has de- 
manded--in a number of pre-trial 
hearings--the rEgbt to act as bis own 
attorney* and has r-epeatedly intro- 
du eed many motierns by which he at- 
teirtpcs to defend himself against the 
biased jiitdicial aystern of the State of 
Ca II forti la, They are: (1) Th at the 
"Ibw'* demandlng the death penalty for 
an inmate who 1H attacks' É ancn-lnmate 
be deel ar ed unconatEtutionaL (2) To 
obïain a dfsrmssal of the charges on 
the grounds thfit he was nor nffnrdcd 
a speêdy trial as "guarameed" by the 
U,S. ConstinitEon,, (3) That bis case tte 
tried in a Federal court, wherc the 
ciirrent judge irt his case. Morton Col - 
vin, a well-known racist^ wou ld have 
no legal jurtsdictlon. 


Judge Oïlvin has repeatedly denied 
Ruchell the right to act as hlsownat- 
torncv, He (Calvin) eemcelled a pre- 
vlous court order from Jtidge Leonard 
Giesberg, which afiowed Ruchell to act 
aa co-counsel in hts trial, Col vin, who 
never fears displaytng his raclsnn, has 
Inaisted that all court business becon- 
ducted by RuchelTs court appointedat- 
torney* Robert Carrow* and that 
Ruchell eould in no way addrese the 
court. Ruchell continues to speok out

Black and poor people throughout 
the United States have, In steadlly in- 
creaslng nambers, foundtïiat Li is vtrt- 
ually Imposslble toobtain adequate and 
mearingful employment. Ef, however, 
Black people are ,r forcunace”enoüghto 
acqüilre employment from tbc racist 
buslnesses of America, we qulefcly 
leam tL^at we were "accepted" nat 
out of concern for our poverty but 
usually out of the necessEiy for these 
buslnesses to obta I n a f e w' 'mor e Rl ack 
gl&ves. We areunderpaid, overworked, 
harassed and dtEcriminated againstby 
these businesses at every turn, andlf 
we complain we are shown the way out 
to the Street, to un employment* 

In Oakland, Californtn. there is one 
sucb company, FciremosT-McKesson É s 
Computer Services Center, locaced at 
54W Telegraph Avenue» Poremostisa 
hip. business wiib many different money 
making opera t ton s s Whüe Et isprimar- 
ily known for lts milk and dairy pro- 
ducts, Foremost's oïheroperatlons In- 
clude iiquor stores and super mark ets, 
At its office building in üiikland, there 
is a Data Processing Hepen ment. The 
workers in tJiis departmsntare mainiy 
BÏa ck women, who lïclong to Loc al 29 
Office and Professional Employees 
Union. 


'ïliese wotnen have suffe red conni- 
less obuses from the racist business 

officials at Fo re most, Tbey have rc- 
cently heen harassed by two white 

officials in parrlcular; William Ka in¬ 
fo rd, the Data Frocessing Manager, 
and Charles Rcese, u supervisor* Roth 
llainford and fteese* in upbolding the 
company policy of dlscrlminarion, have 
gone oui of their way to ha rass and in - 
timidate the Black «omen werkers at 
Foremast in their efforta tokeep them 
In “lint?”* 


Une such insiance is the case sur- 
rounding the firing of Rosé Abrams, 
who was a shop steward at Foremost 
until September ft, 1972* P rpviously, on 
Saturday, September 2nd, sliecaUed in 
sïek to Foremnst and was told tobring 
in a doe tor's slip whenever she return- 
ed to Work (when anemployee is Eli and 
has to leavo werk, they ar esome time s 
required to bring to rheir place of em- 
ployment a statement from a doctor, 
verifying that they were'honestly 1 itl).

T'ie Berkeley Community Dwetopment Council Board of Directcrs seated 
the communtty organizatiema fres* reprë$èntêd the p£&ple—poor peo-

On August 3, 1972, four community 
urganizations were elected to the 
Berkeley Community DevelopmsrU 
CounciTs Ruard of Directors; twn 
organizations were re-elected, The 
four newly elected orga ni matton s ca me 
under flre from the Office of Rcono- 
mie Opportuntty (Q*R*0*)> böth ia San 
Francisco (regtonal office) andSacra- 
mento (state office), probably with 


spcciflc fnatructlons from Ronald 
Reagan hfmself. On August 9th* they 
were told that these organizatlons 
were not representatie of the total 
community* This Is an excuse al- 
ways used when organizacions repre- 
senting Black and poor people are 
beïag diacussed, 

Ö,E,Q, , stnee ii'sbegtnnlng,basal- 
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ways beea known for lts mleumJer- 
standing of the concept of communtry, 
"‘The community’' Is not ar idea, U is 
a rcality, The programs developed 
in commu uitles across the country 
were esfa bits bed to quiet the shouts 
of poor people, They were designed 
to put out the ftres ïr the Black, 
Spanish-upcukmg and Aslait commu ni¬ 
etes* when the summerS were too hot, 
the srrects loo crcwded and the food 
too sc are e* 

The letters sent from both the re- 
gional and state offices stqted that the 
four organizations--The Black Student 
Alllance, TheCommitteeof Frisoners 
Families and Friends United, The 
Berkeley Welfare Righta Qrganlzatloxi 
and The Berkeley Black Caucua were 
net tb er ‘Trom business, Industry, 1 fi¬ 
ber, religieus, private welfare, and 
private education groups or of har sig¬ 
nificant minorIty groups andother ma¬ 
jor private groups and Imerests In the 
community”, BCDC was eejoined 
(stopped) from accually aeating any 
groups unül such time as the BCIX3 
board met federal requirements, The 
guldelines were not wriiten to benefit 
poor people* TTiis is clear to us by the 
descrlptton of the kinds of groups they 
wan red, Wnrds Hke 'significant 1 ' and 
J major’ never apply to poor people. 

At a meeting of the Executlve Com- 
nUttee of BCDC, on August L5th, two 
represeiuativea from the ORG offices 
appeared* One, Duuglfis Pelersocï, and 
the other, a Black man, Ted Carter* 
They were the re to present the meed 
for 4i falrness,, equality, and a broadly 
bssed community board/’ Whefi they 
were asked why the Black Student Al- 
LlanCe and the Committeeof Prisoitora 
Families and Friends United were 
singled out, Dougla^Êfijerson calmly 
sa ld "because thé^^re Black'", He 
had neither investtheirmem- 
bership nor had he even readtheirpe- 
Htions requesttng seats on the board, 
Ted Carter then agreed Chat it was not 
racifilly correct to have so many 
Black groups on a board tbacshouldbe 
1/3 public organizadons, i/3 private 
organizations and 1/3 repr esent at ives 
ofjhe poor, This in itself denles the Ir 
own guldellnea; ethnic divisions should 
have nothing to do with their direc- 
tive* The letter he wrote stntedthntthe 
board was now’ "excessively oriented 
towards one ethnic group"* Tltey 
quotecl sections, clauses^ memos, acts 
and gulctéllnes to the board represen- 
tatïves. None of this even slightly re- 
latotl to the survival of human beings* 
lt was all mere words on paper* They 
were asked hy the board members on 
September 5th P wiih the directors of 
their offices to cxplain why a 'com¬ 
munity act ion program' should not 
have in its private sector (groups 
which are not escablished hy the city, 
state or foderal government) people 
who represent community organU 
zatlons.

Another Black shop steward,. ALice 
Bartley, outlined a numher of grie* 
vances Black women workers voiced 
againsr Foremost: chey are constant- 
ly freing imlmidated for minor things, 
auch as being a few minutes late for 
work- they are the viciims -of constant 
verbal h ara sa ment, phyalcal thrcats 
and for eed overtime work* 

At the time Rosé Abrams wasfired, 
a sister employed at Foremost, Bar¬ 
bara Duke, aftked WJlliam Rainer why 
the Black workers were treaiedso bud- 
|y by the white managment staff from 
day-to-day, Supervisor Charles Reese 


iïitervened for Rainer and told Barbara 
Duke that she was then suspended from 
work for a one week period, 

To be Black and female in America is 
to feel even more fntensely the nature 
of this society, Of oppressed peoplc in 
this country, Black women are not gi- 
ven the respect due a 'beast of bur- 
den', Not only does she suffer the abu.de 
offered a race of supposedly Mnferior' 
people, but she suffers the addedabuse 
offered the tuippcsedly weaker, Less 
capable sex t 

On September 8, 1972* the Black wo¬ 
men werkers of Foremost dectded to 
strike in support of Sister Rosé 
Abmms, who had been mijustly ft red 
from her job, and also to support 
Sister Barbara Duke, who merely 
questioned the racist practices of the 
Foremost Company and was 'punished' 
with suspension, 

The éfltlre tinton, Local 29, bas Jolra- 
ed the picket lires inallegiance wich the 
strik ing Black sistera. Black, white, 
Spaniah-speaking and other concerned 
groups of people have made thelr 
demand for Foremost to cea&e its 
racist policies, The Black Fanther 


Party, in support of the strik fng gis¬ 
ter s, de signa eed some of irs members 
ro walk the picket llnes, Withcammun- 
fcy support smeh as this, the women 
have promised ro carry on the 
strike unttl thelr demands becomefi a 
reality, 

What companies llke Foremost-Mc¬ 
Kesson fail to realize is that their 
business depends upon their workers; 

■ thflt without their employees they have 
na means of product ion, The24-hour 
1 picket line that the strtkers have 
formed hurts the company more 
than its werkers, lt is ironie that their 
entire functions are dependent upon the 
very people it mistreais. Black peo¬ 
ple have endured a life of suffer! ng* 
we can face the loss of profit f rom a job 
and siill aurvlve, Foremost can not 
survive without labor, for labor pro- 
diLCes business. Without business lt 
will be fiwaliowed up by the larger, 
richer corporatiüns, whieb like vul* 
tures, are waiting for the smell of a 
dying industry,

Amerlcans are futhermore told that 
the next step of the nffensive aftor 
the fail of Qtiang Tri must be the at- 
tack on thiSj and American observers 
are "puzzled** as ic> why theother side 
does nol press tls ad van tape quiqkly, 
1 iiis ton is a military notion based on 
Patton's armor and John Waynê’s 
herpes crash ing forward in simp Ie, 
straight military lines. 

The difference bet ween convent ional 
warfare and peuple's war in this re- 
gard was ciarïfied by a South Vietna¬ 
mese SChooheacher from theliberated 
zones near Da Ncng wbom l met in 
Paris immedlately aftnr ?he reutrned 
from the center nf the offensive. 


She atresaed the importance of the 
fact that the offenstve bas reversed 
ihe 'Toreed urbanizaxlon" proeessde- 
signed by Samuel HuniLiigton andotber 
American officials iu crowd rgfLigees 
Into more easily controllable urban 
areas and camps of South Vietnam. 
Tlie offensive has been the high po int 
of a proccas, sbe sntd, la which large 
numbers of the people are returning 
to the coimtryside where lile--cven 
ander the bombtng--is more liveable 
than in the Amei ican-con trol led clties, 
with their disin te rgrac ing culture, 
their state of nearly total jubles^ncss, 
and their oppres aive cortdltlons 
from the draft to tbc penitent la r les.

On Jliursdsy, September 7th, at the 
BCDC board meeting which is open to 
the community, the people from many 
community organlzatlons came out in 
support of the seating of the new¬ 
ly elecced members. The meeting 
began aa uaual. As the items u>be dis¬ 
cus sed moved to the seating ofthenew 
board members, the people from the 
Berk el ey poor community llstened 


qu ietly to descr i pi ions of the Ü EO cha I - 
lenge to unseai the organizattons, The 
board 1 s alternative was tobesuapend- 
ed and defunded.This means Chat 0EO 
WOU Ld refuse to grant any operatïonal, 
or usable money for the next funding 
period, The members of the board who 
we re present at the August 15th and 
September 5 tb Exccuiive Committee 
meetings gave speciflc examplesof the 
marnier in which each dïrective was 
handed down without concern oritnder- 
standing for rhe Berk el ey poor com- 
munlty, lt foliows the sa me pattern 
across the country, OEC is a joke. 
The "official' dtsllke of the make-up 
of the board in the recent past seem- 
sd to have some hearing on "official' 
act luns toward the board, (In Juiy, 
CEO labcled the Black Panlher Party 
subver si ve and directed BCDC co ana¬ 
lyse its moves. At that time the peopJc 
decidcd that lï the Éour membersaeot- 
ed from the Black Panther Party were 
subvers ive then the people who eleci- 
ed them must be, If that is true dien, 
as ome senior Citizen stated, "%,.bags 
of groeerles must be subverslve.. 

Juat aa the people Ln the Black 
community did not allow the members 


of the Black Pamber Party' to be un- 
seateij, the people refused agaln to 
follow the directions of OEÖ. A mo¬ 
tton was made to seat the new organU 
zatEons and to implement the board’s 
rlght to s elf-d eter m inat ion, The mo¬ 
tton was unanimously upheld bytheol- 
der members of the board and the new 
members were seated, 

On the next day p Tiïd Carter, from the 
state offices of OHO, announced on ra¬ 
dio that he knew noching of alt this talk 
about self-determ inat ion, heonlyknew 
that the BCDC Board of Di ree tors 
was clearly in defiance of federal 
law (OHO gi.idelines), 

We can only determine what will 
occur in the futur? through community 
support, Just as the people expo sed 
the GIG gang in Oaklaad, CaUfomia, 
we together can begin to expose the 
ÜEü 'officials' in Bcrkeley, Californ* 
la. Wherover we ace, if the survival of 
the people is threaiened then we must 
stxuggle to retnove the bearer of the 
threat from our eommunkies,
